I eame upon £> picnic party of deaf mutes 


in the woods atong the Harlem river the 
other day. They were all young people, 
and some of the girls were very pretty. 
They were camped on the green sward in 
true picnic fashion, and had an abundant 
supply of solids in big baskets. To their 
invitation to join them, which was ex- 
ter.ded, I have no doubt, because they 
thought me an artist, for I had a sketch 
book in my hand, I complied so far as to 
drink a bottle of beer that they offered 
mo. 
The uucannincss of the company 


became too oppressive, however. Amid 
the 
vockl 
beauty of nature, where 


everything had a voice, from the birds 
to the rippling water and "the rustling 
leaves, the silence of my entertainers 
proved too much for my nerves. Torn 
wherever I might, there were faces that 
had expression, but lips that uttered no 
sound. The swift movements of their 
hands in the sign language only made 
matters worse. Perhaps if I could have 
used my hands as deftly I might have felt 
more at home, but I doubt it. The silence 
had something awfu! about it and I 
finished my beer, gave proper thanks for 
it and went away. I fairly yelled with 
relief when the thickets hid me from 
sight and then blushed at tho thought 
that they might have heard mo, if they 
had had uars. Foolish as the idea was it 
made me quite miserable aud I should be 
ashamed to tell exactly how many glasses 
of beer were required to catise me to for- 
get the encounter. 


I actually realized that afternoon, at a 


waking moment, the dreadful sensation 
of a nightmare, when one struggles frant- 
ically for speech, and cannot find it, and 
while u nameless horror weighs down 
one's body while it suffocates the soul. 
Talking over tho experience that night 
with a medical friend he told me that my 
case was not an uncommon one. With 
people who can speak speech becomes a 
positive sensation. Many doctors cannot 
bo got to assume duties in deaf and dumb 
asylums. They claim that the unnatural 
stillness completely upsets nerve. 
Even 


the less imaginative) and more stolid 
menial classes are difficult to be got for 
service in such establishments. 
Work 


under such unusual conditions wears 
them out faster than the, serious and 
arduous labors of hospitals and insane 
asylum;" and men and women who will 
toil for years, amid tho most distressing 
and depressing surroundings, will, on 
this account, reject opportunities for 
comparatively easy and comfortable serv- 
ice. 
After my picnic experience I cer- 


tainly cannot blame them, either.—Alfred 
Trumble in New York Xews.

The Old Stjle Tobacco Ram. 


Tho methods of curing tobacco have 


undergone a groat chungo in Virginia 
since tho introduction of fines, but on this 
old plantation they fire as primitive as 
when the colonists first learned the use of 
tobacco from tlie Indian. Tho barns of 
the farm uie unlike any other used for 
farming purposes in tlie world. They 
have no agricultural pretenses, being 
generally a perfect square, Tvith a height 
several times the width or length, and 
surrounded by a steep thatched roof. 
There are no windows and but one door, 
just large enough to admit of an entrance. 
Tho eaves of tlie house serve the purpose 
of chimneys, aud otherwise there- Is no 
ventilation. 
Without exception these 


barns arc built of unhewn Jogs, the 
crevices being plastered over with the mor- 
tar made from clay, making the structure 
as nearly air tight an it could well be. 


The interior of this peculiar building is 


just as unpretentious as its exterior. 
There is no floor other than mother earth 
affords, and in tho center is a deep trench 
in which a fire 
1 is built. Around and 


above this primitive grate are stretched 
numerous beams, from which the plants 
are suspended 
Then the fire is started 


and the work cf curing is begun. In the 
opinion of tho old time planter the fire 
must not be allowed to blaze. It is smoke 
that is wanted, and so the coals are kept 
in a continual smolder. Oak and hickory 
aro much used for curing purposes, but 
many of the old planters preferred sassa- 
fras and Bweetgum, under the impression 
that it improves the flavor of the weed. 
Those who have adopted the modern im- 
provements, however, scout the idea as 
ridiculous, but, many of tha older planters 
still believe in a tradition that was 
handed down from the Indians.—R. S. 
Clutter in Detroit Free Press.

In the ladies' parlor of a big dry goods 


establishment the energies of the atten- 
dant were taxed by three women in hys- 
terics at one and the same time a few 
afternoons ago 
The sudden fall of a 


pair of scissors had proved too much for 
the first victim, and the spectacle of her 
writhing and twistllng figure as half a 
dozen people fumbled at once for smelling 
salts had overcome the nerves of the 
other two. It was noticeable that these 
sympathetic attacks were most violent 
and lasted longer than the seizure which 
had occasioned them. 


It is no long time since there was a 


scene of utter confusion in a horse car, 
brought about by tho momentary p*ril of 
a passenger. 
A brewery wagon had 


brushed close to the side, knocking a man 
from the platform and under the big 
horses' 
heels. White with dust he 


scrambled to his seat, unhurt, in ample 
season to catch the car again and look 
about In surprise and almost in amuse- 
ment on the rows of women, trembling, 
unnerved, one slipping from her seat in^a 
faint, and two more uttering hysterical 
screams. 


A popular reader, whose mission it is to 


amuse society, dropped a poem from her 
repertory during the past season because 
there was nearly always one woman, 
sometimes several, in her audience whose 
nerves were affected by the recital. 


A chance mention of Mansfield's Dr. 


Jekyll and Mr. Hyde at a ladies' lunch 
brought to light tho fact that of eight 
women who had seen the play one did not 
sleep at all and two were waked from 
sleep by the ' 'horrors" after it. 


A woman physician says that one- 


fourth of the patients on her 1'st this 
spring have been nervous, hystirically 
inclined women. 
Not that nerves are 


more prominent now than they used to 
be. Probably on tho whole they are re- 
tiring into the background. But under 
certain conditions the busy social season 
of tlio city develops nerves with hothouse 
luxuriance during tho winter, and with 
tho first touch of summer heat the rest of 
the woman wilts, dropping away : >m the 
nerves and leaving them standing in pic- 
turesque outline. 


It is one indication of nerves that we 


havo been petting our fads, good, bad and 
indifferent, with a fondness akin to mania 
for some little time. What were more or 
less wholesome likes and dislikes last fall 
grew into passions during the winter, and 
became soro spots that might not be 
touched in tho spring. It would be neces- 
sary, for instance, to reckon in high num- 
bers to count the households in which it 
is literally unsafe to mention tho mind 
cure, Christian science, faith healing, or 
whatever may be your particular brand.

things. Even the charities in which a 
well regulated woman delights become to 
the ill regulated-woman a source of hys- 
teria, as when a woman who supports 
two beds in a hospital for a particularly 
painful disease burst into a madness of 
weeping some days since because one of 
them was empty.

nerves. Primarily they mean tight belts 
to contrast with the fullness above, which 
means tight lacing, which means nerves. 
What except nerves can you expert of a 
girl who has to keep a young man In tow 
to tie her shoe, becauFo with a corset that 
fits and a gown from her pet coutourlere 
she can't stoop within touching distance 
of it herself? Heavy gowns and heavy 
bonnets mean nerves. Out of door exer- 
cise itself sometimes means nerves. Jolt- 
ing in that twisting and racking device of 
the arch enemy, a side saddle, very often 
means nerves. The summit of our civil- 
ization, a leisure class mostly composed 
of women, means nerves. Men grow rich

Process of Restoring Teeth. 


The operation was performed upon pa- 


tients at the dental rooms of Dr. J. Albert 
Kimball by his chief assistant, Dr. Attottu- 
gua. The root cavities occupied by the 
decayed tee^i were deepened, and natural 
teeth from other mouths, which had been 
extracted a considerable length of time, 
inserted. In one instance an inward 
growing sound tooth was extracted, a new 
root cavity bcred and the same tooth in- 
serted in an upright position. So skill- 
fully Indeed were these operations per- 
formed, that dentists who were permitted 
to examine the work after the lapse of a 
few days, failed to detect the newly in- 
stalled member. We regard the achieve- 
ment in dental surgery which dispenses 
with the objectionable plates and pivots, 
and replaces the lost members with step- 
children that good mother nature takes to 
so kindly, as the ne plus nltra of dentistry. 
—Herald of Health.

A. Physician Gives Some Good Advice to 


Anxious Mothers—Health HlnU. 


A to the kind of food best suited to 


young children, it may be accepted as an 
axiom that unless the mother's mUk pos- 
itively disagrees with her babe, it is bet- 
ter than any artificial preparation. The 
rule Is that the child will thrive best and 
have the best chance of life which Is 
nourished at its mother's breast. Even 
If the milk at first seems to disagree with 
the child, it will usually be found that 
this Is due to removable causes. By at- 
tention to or disregard of hygicnio rules 
the milk may be made healthful or inju- 
rious. 
The mother with an infant at 


breast should always remember that fact, 
and regulate her diet accordingly. She 
should avoid sour foods aud drinks and 
alcoholic stimulants, for these have a 
direct effect upon her milk. 
Highly 


seasoned foods should not be eaten.- Pep- 
per has a tendency to dry up tho milk 
supply. A little ripe, but not overripe, 
fruit will do no harm, but care must be 
taken that it is not green or decomposed. 
The objects to be obtained from the 
mother's feeding are to build up her own 
strength and to produce a plentiful sup- 
ply of wholesome milk for the child. 
Eggs are usually excellent Milk is good, 
and so is cocoa and broma. Tender meat, 
if in a perfect state and well cooked, 
makes excellent food, but it should be 
taken with other foods indicated above, 
so as not to put too much work upon the 
digestive organs. 
It may be remem- 


bered that preferences in food must al- 
ways be consulted, for the appearance, 
odor and taste of food is of nutritive 
value. The mother should avoid, so far 
as possible, worry and excitement, and it 
is highly important that she does not 
subject herself to overheating. All these 
things directly affect the quantity and 
quality of the milk supply. 


When on account of the quality or in 


sufficient quantity of the mother's milk 
some other food must be provided for the 
child it is very important that no mistake 
be mode in selecting the substitute 
Goat's milk comes nearest to the infant 
food of nature, but to many people that 
is out of the question. 
Besides, even if 


obtainable, it is sometimes difficult to get 
children to drink it on account of its 
strong odor. 
After this comes cow's 


milk. This is difficult to obtain in tho 
city in a pure state, and the quality, of 
course, is not uniform. To people living 
in the city, and especially people iu hum- 
ble circumstances, it is not easy to get 
one cow's milk. It is therefore custom- 
ary with physicians to recommend con- 
densed milk,"because it is more uniform, 
less liable to decomposition and purer. 
When cow's milk is used it should be 
freshly boiled every time the bottle is 
filled. . The boiling destroys any disease 
germs lurking in the fluid and renders it 
less liable to irritate the delicate stomach 
of the babe. Weaken it with water and 
add a little lime water. This aids digestion 
and prevents tho acid stomach to which 
young children are so liable. Many arti- 
ficial foods for infants are advertised now- 
adays, but probably none of them are 
equal to milk properly prepared. 


Avoid nursing bottles with long rubber 


tubes. Milk will collect in them and turn 
sour in spite of the utmost efforts at 
cleanliness. They cannot be thoroughly 
cleaned. 
Such bottles have produced 


many cases of Intestinal derangement. 
Tho simpler the bottle the better." A plain 
bottle with a rubber nipple is all that is 
necessary. Have two bottles, and while 
one is in use keep the other in a strong 
solution of bicarbonate of soda after it 
has been thoroughly scoured out. Do not 
use a nipple too long 
It soon becomes 


saturated with tho milk and should bo 
thrown away. These precautions should 
not be disregarded. Disease '"•erms are 
facts, and uncleanliness aids tneir rapid 
development. Care in these matters makes 
the difference between a healthy and a 
sickly child.—W. A. Graham, M. D., In 
New Tork World. • 


The Use of Henna. 


The henna is an important article of an 


eastern lady's toilet, particularly on fest 
ive occasions; it is prepared from tho 
leaves of a medium sized tree and serves 
to dye tha feet of the women and children 
red. 
This henna, so indispensable to 


eastern ladies, is used for two purposes— 
as a remedy for boils, prickly heat, itching 
and the like, and as an ointment for the 
hands and feet. The leaves, resembling 
those of the myrtle, are not efficacious if 
used alone; they are dried, pulverized and 
mixed with some lemon juice aud water. 
A stiff paste is made of this, which must 
be exposed to the sun for several hours; 
when used it is again softened with lemon 
juice. 


The lady who is about 1o undergo the 


dyeing process Is stretched out full length 
on her back and Is not allowed to stir. 
The paste is put on the hole of tho feet, 
the toes included, about an inch thick— 
the upper part of the feet is never dyed, 
soft leaves are then applied as a covering 
and the whole is tightly wrapped in linen. 
The samo process is gone thrtjugh with 
the palm of the hand and the fingers. To 
keep the application in its place bhe must 
remain all night perfectly hUll without 
moving; for no other parts but those 
named must have tho dye, aud a smudge 
on the back of tho hand or on the finger 
joints is considered a great disfigurement. 


All this time she is dreadfully teased 


by tha swarms of musquitoes aud flies, 
but she dare not move to drive them 
away. In the upper classes women slaves 
have to watch all night by their mistress, 
to keep these plagues off with fans until 
the paste can be removed in the morning.

Average of Che»t Expansion. 


The average of expansion for the "nor- 


mal" man is three inches; that is, tlie 
difference in chest circumference between 
the completest expiration and the fullest 
inspiration. If it falls much below this 
figure, life companies agree that the indi- 
vidual is an unsafe risk for insurance, be- 
cause he is not likely to live out his "ex- 
pectancy." 


But systematic exercise will increase 


the expansion considerably. I have often 
examined patients and applicants for in- 
surance whose expansion was over four 
inches, and in a few instances tho expan- 
sion has reached five inchRs. In most, if 
not all cases of unusually large expansion 
the individuals were either vocalists or 
players on wind instruments, or they had 
taken special pains to develop their vital 
capacity. 
Some years ago, when I first 


made application for life Insurance, my 
chest expansion was four inches; and 
this amount was (in a few weeks) in- 
creased to five inches by careful exercise, 
vocal and respiratorv.—John L. Davis,

The Way to Walh 


There is a light and wrong way to 


wash windows, and as this operation is 
usually dreaded, the following method 
will doubtless bo appreciated, as it saves 
both time and labor: Choose a dull day, 
or at least a time -when the sun is not 
shining on the window, for when the 
sun shuies on the window it causes it to bo 
dry streaked, no matter how much it is 
rubbed. Take a painter's brush and dust 
them inside and out, washing all the 
wood work insido before touching the 
glass. Tho latter must be washed sim- 
ply in warm water diluted with ammo- 
nia—do not use soap. Use a small cloth 
with a pointed stick to get the dust out 
of the corners; wipe dry with a soft 
piece of cotton cloth—do not use linen, 
as it makes the glass linty when dry. 
Polish with tissue paper or old news- 
paper. You will find this can be done 
in half the time taken where soap is 
used, and the result will be brighter 
windows.—Pittsburg Reporter.
